With this telephone no battery nor an 
extraneous source of electricity whatever 
used, The only current employed is that 
generated by the voice of the speaker. 

A is a permaneat magnet, around one 
end of which is: wound & coil B of fine in- 
sulated wire (alk covered), the enda of 
which are attached to the larger wires O 
which extend to the rear and terminate in 
the binding screws D. In front of-the polo 
and coll B fs an fron diso 1, The whole fs. 
enclosed: in a wooden casing, having an 
aperture in front of the diso which acta as 
B seep aie vas © sete = a 
wooden casi aving an aperture nt 
of the diac wee aots asa resonator, The 
influence of the magnet induces all round 
it 9 magnetio field, and the iron diaphragm 
E.{s attracted towards the pole. Any al- 
teration in the normal condition of the 
diaphragm: produces an alteration in the 
magnetio fleld by pe eared or weaken 
ing it, and any such alteration causes the 
induction of a current of electricity in the 
coil B.. Therefore (1) a wave of air throws 
the diaphragm into: vibration ; (2) each 
movement produces a change in tho mag- 
netlo field, and (3)°an induced current’ is 
generated in the coil wire, Now if to the 
binding screws wires be attachod communi-

The Rey. George Brown, of the New 
Guiues Mission, sends the following in- 
teresting letter to the New Zealand 

erald :— 

“Port Hunter, Duke of York Group, 
F “September 6, 1877. 

“ A few. linea with afew items of news 
from this out-of-the-way place is all I aball 
be able to send you by return of the mission 
brig. We arrived here on August ist 
after a long ‘avd tedious passage from 
Rotuma, No one had ever known such 
weather.before in these latituies, and no 
one wanted to see such ngain, We bad 
nothing but thick, hoavy, dirty weather all 
the way, with strong southerly winds and 
& yory strong. current - petting to the 
weatward, especially on the Now Ireland 
coast. As we hear that the winds have 
been very strong in other parts of the world 
lately, I may as well mention here that the 
natives in tais gronp assert that they have 
never known such a succession of heavy 
gales-as they lave had for the past five 
months, and this is confirmed by the ap- 
pearance of the vegetation, and the groat 
number of. fallen trees. in the bush. On 
our arrival. we found that the teachers’ 
were, mony of them, living together at 
Port Hunter, though there was no valid 
reason for their doing so, as the natives 
had uever interfored with them or injured 
them in any way. .
